Brooklyn, N.Y., Jan, 26.--Ai 2o'olook 
this morning roundsman Bnnoe and officer 
McGrath arrested Biawell Willis, a motor- 
man, and A. £ Lewis, who had attempted 

to cut tho trolley wire near tho corner of 
Beiltord avonuo and North Fourteenth 
atroot. Four othera with thorn eaoapod in 
a waROLr. The poHoe offloera fired sovcral 
shots at them, and at headquarters of the 
police MoGrath reported that he beliovoa he 
shot ono of them. Tho police were kept 
buBy ohssing tho wire-cutting gang of 
gtrikors during the eorly morning hours in 
dilTerent parte of the ci(y and auburbs. Tho 
strikora are ondfiavoring to cripple tho 
lines of tho Brooklyn trolley aystem by thia 
mcana. In ono instance tho polioo lirod on 
11 crowd ii( six of those men and succeeded 
in arresting two. 

It w&a learned that tho men had been 
driving around tho oily cutting tho wires at 
(litToronc points. Theto wfre cutting tactics 
ore now the main obstacle to the womiug of 
many of tho lines. No diaturbancos aro re- 
ported at either ollicea, power housea or 
stables of any of the oompunieB this morn- 
ing. A number of ulight airci cationB be- 
tween the police and tho etrikers have been 
reported, but nothing r f a serious nature baa 
thus far occurred. Most of the reads re- 
port wires out during tho night, but with 
the aid of a few old linemen, who refused to 
go out, and a number of new men, the 
wires wore put) in working order, and by 8 
o'clock this morning ours were started on 
half tho roads. 

The report that tho Saventh regiment is 
to bo ^Titbdrawn is positively denied this 
morning by Col. Appletoo of that regiment. 
Ho declared that the immediate withdrawal 
of his oommond was not even oontemplated 
as yet, The commanding officers of the 
militia have in no wise relaxed the stringent 
measures established by them when they 
first arrived. All tho approaoheg to the 
railway companies' depots, etablcs, etc., are 
as oloiely guarded this morning as at any 
time sboe the strike began, and loiterers are 
not allowed to congregate in the vioinity, 

The b}ard of arbitration and mediation 
has returned from Albany in response to 
the resolution adopted by tho legislature 
and will at onoe take bold of tho strike sit- 
uation. At Driggs and Manhattan avenues 
this evening a mob of 2,000 persona attaolied 
Bovorol stalled cara of the Fluahing and 
Graham avenue lino and wrecked them. 
At Bedford avenue they demolished six 
more oars and cut tho wires for four blocks. 
Tho Brooklyn Heighta Co. issued a notice to- 
dsy that tho company ie ready and wiUing to 
take into its employ euoh ot its former em- 
ployes OS motormeu ond conductors no are 
needed to fill existing vaoancioB, paying 
them tho market rate of wages for their ser- 
vices, provided such employoa will accept 
the regulations of this company as to the 
frequency with which a car shall be run and 
tho number of cars which shall be run. 
President Norton spoke in his usual conS- 
dent tone to-day, when he repeated that 
he would have every car of t:hc Atlantic 
avenue system on tho tracks within 48 
hours. 

During the afternoon wires were cut at 
aoveral places on Fulton street but no 
arrests were made, the police contenting 
themselves with dispersing the mob. The 
tracks were not obstrnoced as they wore 
yesterday by ash btrrela and ashes, but tho 
railroad company seem to suffer greatly 
from lack of men with snffioient experience 
repair tho broken wires, and coneo- 
quently tho line promises to be blocked until 
to-morrow. Superintendent Hall, of the 
Halsey street linp, denies emphatically that 
any man is detained at that station against 
his wishee. 

At H ,'iO this afternoon a oar from Notv- 
town contoining 10 non union men was held 
up neor Muspeth and a number of mou were 
induced to join the strikers. Tho strikera 
Ifiini that .'iO men deserted, j')ined them 
and wore ennt tn their homes in othnr cities. 
At tho corner of (Jatea and I'jvergrocn 
avenuea at It o'clock tliig evening a motor- 
manjof tho G ri en and Gates avonuo lino was 
struck with a alone thrown from tho crowd 
on the corner of Kvorgrocn avonuo and 
km eked down. Ho recovered shortly and 
took Ilia car with soveral window!) broken to 
tho end ot tho journey. 

AUSTRALIAN MATTERS. 

Victoria Not WUIIok to Reduce tho Govern- 
or's Salary. 

London, Jan. 25 — The Standard haa this 
dispatch from Melbourne : " It is under- 
stood that Greot Britain has cabled to the 
minlatry in regard lo tho reduction 
of tho governor's salary. Tho retiring 
ministry notified Great Britain of a propoEed 
redooMon of the salary from £iU,U0O to 
.^5,000, to which It la understood Great Bri- 
tain agrees. The assembly's decision was 
a surprise and is likely to lead to trouble. 
It is aBcerted that it is doubtful whether 
Lord Braseey will accept £5,000, Tho 
Premier will move tho rsversal of tho vote 
with a view to making tho salary £7,000."

Tho Turka ricently have for- 
bidden intormonta there, pritonding 
that tlio Armenians used tho place 
aa a dopat for orms. Troops destroyed the 
Armenian insoription on the gateway and 
elTacod tho words from the cross on the 
tomb and covered the oroaiea with 'filth. 
The Armenians protested to the loyal 
anthorities and reported the outrage to their 
patriarch."

Tho MeiionnB Determined to Curry tho Day 
AK'ilnst (inatenmlii lit All 
Coots. . 

City of M.>ixicc, Jan. 25.— The arrival 
of Guatemala's reply to Mexico's final de- 
mands has caused a oonsiderable war fever 
throughout this district. Aa yet, however, 
nobody outside the foreign war ollico hue 
seen the reply. Rumors of every sort are 
afloat, most of them to the efi'eot that the 
Guatemala government covera once more 
tho old ground, aeekiog at once 
to ovado ttie iseue and aeouro delay. 
Ignacio Marschal, minister of foreign affaire, 
would say nothing of the document to day, 
except that it was enormously long and wiil 
be laid beforu the cabinet meeting 'to mor- 
row. A Btatoment ia expected from 
tho government soon after thia meet- 
ing, although Sonot Marschal declined 
to say that it would bo made. Tho 
war acaro has taken poascssion of 
almost everybody, foreign and native. 
Moat of the foreign miniaters here 
are said "to have inlormed their 
govornmentfl tliat war is almost inevitable. 
Tlio government io buying horaoB and in 
working its email arms factory night and 
day with double the uauul number of men. 
The manufacture of ammunition is pressed 
forward with e(|Uol haste. Tho governor of 
this federal district has offered Prcoidont 
Dial! two battalions to go to the front (ho 
moment wur shall bo declared. It ia under- 
stood, however, that the government does 
not intend to begin the war on land. Tho 
first hostile step, if Guatemala still refusea 
tc yield, will bo to blockade her ports. For- 
eigners hero express some doubt ae to tho 
effectiveness of such a blockade since tho 
Mexican navy has but half a dozen small 
oraft, manned by hardly 600 seamen and 
offloera.

CiTT or Mexico, Jan. 2S.— A telegram 
has been received at the United States lega- 
tion here from Secretary Greaham, ezpreat- 
ing President ClovelaDd'a hope that Mexico 

and Guatemala would agree upon some fav- 
orable means of settling tho boundary dis- 
pute between tbemBolvcs, or failing in that 
would agree upon a reference of the oontro- 
voray to frioudly arbitration. Thia message 
haa been transmitted to President Diaz. 

Guatemala's answer to Mexico was re- 
ceived last evening. Guatemala's answer is 
to tho effect that the territory in dispnte tie- 
longa to her and if any indemnity is to he 
paid Mexico owes it to Guatemala. Tho 
prospects are that war will bo declared at 
once. Col. R. C. Pate, tho American horse- 
man, has tendered his services to the Presi- 
dent, and in case of war will be appointed 
to a prominent command. 

\Vlth the immense demonatrationa of the 
students in this capital tho war fooling 
throughout tho republic has been wrought) 
to a high pitch. Reports from interior 
points shovv a rising spirit of patriotiem 
among tho people, and it is probablo that 
other great popular upriflings will occur in 
many cities. 'This city is quiet, although 
tho effects of tho patriotic aiarm are easily 
discernible. The volunteer movement is 
rapidly spreading, and it would evidently 
be possible to raise 25,000 volunteers in thU 
city alone within a day or two. A telegram 
from Guatemala says the Spanish minister 
in Madrid will nob interfere in any way. 
Indications aro that Barrioa, preaideni of 
Guatemala, cxpeots aid from Spain on ac- 
count of his bold stand. 

CoMiTAK, State of Chiapas, Mexico, Jan. 
25. — The government has pushed fresh 
forces to the Guatemalan frontier almost 
daily, and camp quarters for a large body of 
men have been arranged for near this place. 
Some Gantemalana living in tbta vioinity 
have fled to Mexico rather than be preaaed 
into nnwilling aervioe. Guatemala ia a»ing 
every effort to work up a feeling of patriot- 
ism among people. Nearly every hone 
within 100 miles of the border has been 
secured by one means or another. The un- 
oommunioative policy of the Gautemalan 
government is having a disastrous effect 
npon the public order. Residents near the 
frontier fear an invasion of mounted Mexi- 
can rurales. It is generally felt, should 
war ensue, the frontier will be so overrnn 
by troops and pillaging renegades that life 
would be a burden. 

Tapaciiula, State of Chiapas, Mexico, 
Jon. 25. — Fugitives from Guatemala aoil are 
arriving here almost daily. They include 
many revoltera from the Guatemalan inte- 
rior, but are for the moat part native born 
Mexicans, who have taken up residence in 
Guatemala. Large parties are on the way 
from Qaulznltenango, Northern Guatemala, 
either afraid to remain at home or coming 
with the purpose of enlisting against the 
government; thoy leave behind. 

AcAPULXJO, State of Guerrero, Mexico, 
Jan. 25. — The report that the armed Mexi- 
can corvette Sarugozi had invaded Gaute- 
malan waters and waa lying off the harbor 
of San Jose, ia not true, Tho echool-ship 
waa loaded with munitions and provieions of 
war for Mazatlan for the supply of Mexican 
troops tributary to the porta of San Benito 
and Santa Crnz, on the southern coaat, and 
having discharged its commission it ia now 
on the return to Mazitlan, where it will 
await further orders. 



JAPAN'S DETERMINATION. 

She Will Receive No Peace Delegates 
Wbo Are Not Clotbed Witb 
Fall Powers. 



Defeat of Chinese at Haypiug— Hasty 
Retreat of the Beaten 
Party. 



London, Jan. 25.— The St. James Gaz- 
otte publishes a dispatch from Shanghai 
which says that the Japaneae government 
will not receive Chinese peace envoya until 
thoy aro clothed with full power to con- 
clude peace. 

A dispatch from Yuen Cheng, dated 23rd, 
says Field Marshal Gen. Oyama has estab- 
lished his headquarters there. The third 
flaet of transports arrived at daybreak on 
Junuary 2.'), and tho troops they conveyed 
were euoccBffiilly landed. Moat of tho civil 
inhabitants remaining in the vicinity are 
peacefully dieposed. Fuel and water are 
very scarce. Tlio enginoora are repairing 
tho roads in order to enable tho artillery to 
bo moved rapidly. No oppoaition to the 
landing of troops has been mot with, except 
on the occasion of landing tho firat dotaoh- 
nienta of niarinea, when tho reaiab- 
aiice of the Chinese battery was very 
feeble. Tho outpoata do nob now find any 
trace of tho enemy, who has apparently re- 
treotod to Wei-hai- Wei or into the interior. 
Tho Chinese peace envoys are expected to 
arrive in Japan on January 24 

A diapatch to tho Central News from 
Tokio Buys that under tho date of Hayplng, 
January 21, General Nngi reports as fol- 
lowa : The Chineao 10,000 strong, from 
Tai Hal Gen, advanced to our ontmoat 
lines of defence. Ariillery only waa 
employed on both aidea. The enemy waa 
soon routed, demoralized by cur shrapnel, 
and retreated in two bodies, one to the 
northward and the other taking a westerly 
direction. "

Messrs. Anderson and Todbunter, of Union, 
recently announced th« invention of a new 
explosive claimed to poasoas qualities 
superior to ordinary giant powder. Numer- 
ous experiments with the new agent proved 
very aatisfaotory, and the New Vancouver 
Coal Company reaolved to try it.

SHIPS AKD.^SHIPWNa. 

The Seatble'Foab-ln^llIgenoer baa the fol- 
lowing in connebtlon with the new steam- 
ship line'to Mexico, of which the steamer 
Danube Is expected to be the pioneer vessel: 
" Captain John Irving, manager of tho 
Canadian Paoifio Navigation Company at 
Victoria, is aobiveiy at work establishing a 
steamship line between Pui;et Sound and 
Mexico and Central America, and:.ta "neet- 
with a great de&l of encouragement from the 
businees men of Viotoria, Vancouver, 
Seattle and Taooma. An agent of the pro- 
posed company recently left San Franoisoo 
for Mazatlan, Guaymaa and San JoBO de 
Guatemala to arrange with tho Duthoritiea 
of Slixioo and Guatemala for tho clear- 
ing of voaaela of the new line. The 
plana for tho eatabliahmenb of the 
new lino were firab auggeated by 
the Northern Pacific, Great Northern 
and Canadian Puoific. Thoae companies 
conceived the idea that there waa u profita- 
ble field for trade in the South, and that 
Puget Sound ollered the beat inlet and out- 
let for the oomniorce of thia aeotlon. Some 
months ago tho Cinadiau Pacific chartered 
tho steamer Grandholm at S*n Franclaoo 
and aent her to Mexico on an experimental 
trip, which proved very aucoeaaful. Upon 
thus definitely ascertaining that tho trade 
of the Southern republics waa auaooptible of 
being diverted to other channels than thoae 
through which it haa flowed for decadea, 
Capt. Irving consulted with a number of 
ojpitaliats of Victoria and thia oity, and it 
was decided to take action in the matter. 
The proposed new company will bo eatab- 
lished on a very solid bjsia."

PHAEMACEUTlCAL EDUCATION. 

To THB Editor :— It ia, I think, unneoes- 
aary to say that anyone authorized to sell 
or dispense druiia or medicines should have 
a thoroneh training and be (jualified in every 
respect to analyza and test any drug or 
medicine that he may be called upon to dis- 
pense, aa it ia a well known fict that druge 
differ materially in atrength and quality. 
Tho only diversity of opinion ia aa lo who 
ahall constitute the court of deciaion in re- 
gard to the candidates' competency. 

The consensus of tho opinion of progres- 
aive and enlightened communitiea ia that 
only properly educated phurmacoutiata are 
those that have taken a college degree. 
Take, for instance, the opinion of Albert A. 
Brundage, Ph G-M.D , aa given to the New 
York Pharmaceutical Society. Ho says : 

" In the early part of his career the 
young drug clerk haa little or no time for 
study, such inquiries aa he la Inclined to 
make thoae about him are tuo buay to 
anewer — if they ever were able. These 
oonditions soon stifle hia ambition, and ho 
fails to lay in a good pharmaceutioal 
foundation. Hia knowledge of tho businees 
ia superficial rather than eitenaivo. What 
study he does engage in la irregular and dls. 
connected. 

" The drug clerk's remedy for all these 
conditions lies in a good Collego of Phar- 
macy education. In snoh an Institution be 
will be taught to study, he will be guided, 
encouraged and atlronlated In his efforts to 
become a thoroughly competent) pharmacist. 
He is nnder the instruction of men, each of 
whom has made an extended atudy of the 
subjsot he teaches, and knowa more about it 
than the avorugo pharmaciat can. 

" The college aiudent deala with a snbjeot 
in four waya, he reada it, hears a lecture 
upon it, ia ([uizzed upon it, and ban labora- 
tory practice in it. Tho right kind of help 
is afforded him at tho right time, oa dictated 
by the eiporienca of tho teacher, and begeta 
in the student intereat, energy and often 
enthualaam in hia work." 

Again, coming nearer home, in the neigh- 
boring State of Washington tho State Phar- 
maoautical Aeaooiation at ita laat meeting, a 
few weeka ago, paaaed a resolution to the 
following effect, : That as tho State Univer- 
sily had opened a pharmucautical branch 
the aasooiation would give it its utmost co- 
operation, and offers a gold medal to tho 
Btudgnt attaining the highest scholarship, 
and do all in their power to encourage this 
tho first effort at systematio pharmaceutical 
education in the State, and also to recom- 
mend an amendmeab to tho pharmacy laws 
BO that graduates of the University shall be 
permitted to register as pharmaciata. 

I could give any number of authorities for 
recognizing college education as a standard 
of knowledge, and in nooaae can I find them 
denied, excepting in a few where self-in- 
terest and aelfiah laws allow certain phar- 
maciata to legislate in their own interests, 
which are of more oonaeqaenoe to them than 
is Iht public weal. 

Take, for instance, the P) C. Pharmaoeu- 
ticil ABaociation. Tlioy are no worse than 
many others, and certainly no hotter. A 
lar^o porcentago of Iheni obtaiuud their di- 
plomas by act of p:irliainenl, and there are 
momhora who never hoard a lecture and 
never stood behind a druggist 'h counter. 
Vot these men are (iligil)lo lo lie olootod 
members of tho council, and are legally oom- 
potenc to paua jndgtrienl on men who have 
taken their degree from the beat coll'jgo in 
the world. 

Your remarks about colleges oolling di- 
plomaa hove no weight with tho initiated, 
although they might with those nob behind 
the aoenea. It mav bo well to inform you 
that, were it poaaiblo to purchaae a collego 
degree, it would bo a ueoless expenditure of 
money, as it would neceaaarlly come high, 
white Assoolatlon certificates can be had at 
a nominal figure. Alma Mateb.

Meaara. R. G. Dun & Co. 'a statlatioa of 
failures in Oanad* (including Newfoundland) 
during I8D t have juat boon iasued. The 
total number of failuret, oxclueivo of banks, 
ia 1,850, with llabllitleB of §17,610,- 
■215, and assets of SHi, 510,050 Brit- 
ish Columbia is credited with 78 fall- 
urea, with S9ii5,10(j of liabilities, and 
$1,0-17,073 of asaets. Of tho total number 
491 were those of manufacturing concerns, 
with aaiata of S'1,377,905, and liabilities, 
$5,898,385. Some 1,345 trading establish- 
ments 8-ooumbcd with $9,007,199 asssets, 
and 811,430,258 liabilitlee, there being 17 
other defaultlnct oommercial houBos. with 
aaiets of $12-1,952, and llabilitien, §281,572 
In addition to the above, G Canadian 
banking houses also suspended during the 
twelve months, with asaets of §914,300, and 
liabilities, $876,814. To these totals British 
Columbia's ono defunct bank materially con- 
tributed. Adding the figures of tho com 
orcial concorna to thoao of the b::nka there 
wore, it will bo aoen, 1,802 failuroa in Can- 
ada and British Colombia during the year, 
with assets of $14,424,356, and liabilities, 
$17,493,029.

Extraordinary Deruaiuls for Gold 
From the D. S Treasury Dis- 
turb Flnaneial Uirdes. 



Dun's and Bradstreet's Trade Beviews 
—Henry Clews ou the 
Oatlook. 

New York, Jan, 25.— The extraordinary 
withdrawal of gold from the sub-treasary 
was the chief topic of discussion in financial 
circles to-dayandat the stock exohange. The 
Bales of the stocks were only 98,844 
tharoa. Cloaiog bids : AtcbUon & Santa 
Fe, 4g ; Burlington &. Quincy, 71i; Canada 
Southern, 49 ; Canadian Pacifio, 55i ; Cro- 
tral Pacifio, 13} ; Chicago, Cincinnati, Col- 
umbus it St. Louis, 37i ; Dela- 
ware, L&okawanna & \Yeatorn, 101 ; Erie, 
O'i; Wells Fargo Ex., 106; Great 
Northern, 102; Lake Shore, 138; Louisville &

R. G. Dun it (Jo. to-morrow will say that 
Ofonta have not helped buBineas thia week. 
About $10,880,000 in gold has been with- 
drawn from the troaaury, mainly foroiporb, 
and the gold reserve hao been reduced to 
about $57,000,030, and the daily increasing 
distrust is liable to aflect the markets un- 
favorably. The induatrioi havo not yet 
fouad euflioient demand for thoir produots 
to prevoub a further decline in prioeo, and 
thi» week the average for all commodities 
liaa ogain touched the lowest point ever 
known. Congress hat done nothing to re- 
plenish the treaaury, and a great variety of 
llnanoial doctora, each olTeriog his remedy, 
doea not promise health for the patient. 
Business bealtates becsuee the future is 
clouded and the consuming demand has not 
increased in January as was expected. The 
liabilities in the failures for the 17 days of 
January were $7,501 29 against $13,068,090 
in 18 days last year ; the manufaoturing lia- 
bilities were $1,572,043 against $6,072,837 
last year ; and trading, $2,894,168 against 
$0,800,353 last year. T'he failures this week 
hikvo been 363 in the United States against 
4110 last year, and 59 in Canada against 55 
lust year. 

Hradstreet'a to-nrorrow will say : Special 
telegraph and mail advices from the more 
important distributing centres fail to reveal 

any marked improvement in the movement 
of marchandlso ond products, and the oon- 
clusion is forced tint tho general trade situ- 
ation r^m^ina aa previously cbaraotorizod, 
by amail volume, low prices, hand-to-mouth 
Biileo, tho outlook favoring a very coeaurvu- 
livu trodo for aome time to coinu. The bunk 
clearing totals show a moderate df creaao as 
compared with tho previous week, but about 
one-tenth heavier than in tho sanio week one 
year ago, but about .'iO per cent, amallur 
than two yeara ago. General trade in tho 
UomiuioD of Canada continues of moderate 

proportions. 

Henry Clows, onmmenting on the ittuik- 
tion says in New York circular of January 
19 : ** 'There can be little question about the 
oaose of the immense withdrawals of capi- 
tal to I^lurope. It signifies that our foreign 
croditora have brn'^ino distrustful of our 
ability to save out- ves from drifting upon 
the sliver basis. Their fear is of the sli- 
ver faotion, wbioh has shown Its ability to 
ioroe on the country 500 millions of what 
lire virtually fifty cent dollara, and that it 
may atill retain force enough to yet fur.;her 
Inoroaao thoao iaauea indefinitely. In all this 
there ia a great deal of ox^g^^oratio^ of tho 
worst featuroa of our cxse, and perhapa 
little diapoaltion to give duo credit tor tho 
certainty with which we always ultimately 
correct our blunders ; but tho fact never- 
tholcaa la that our critics ohooeo to 
take iholr own view of the matter, and 
their opinions can bo changed only by 
some sort of oonolualvo demonstration that 
no further iasuca of silver money in tho 
United States are poaaihlo. A inoaauro pro- 
viding In tho firab place for deficienclea of 
revenue, and in the next for a fixed gold in- 
come, imperatively nteda to ba enacted at 
the ponding aeasion of oongreia. That l);ing 
aooompliahed, the more acuto and urgent 
dlflioullioa will be overcome, and tho quus- 
tion of retiring tho legal tondera and filling 
their places with bank notes can bo well 
allowed to stand over for a year without 
any immediate serious inconvonienco. That 
la in the nature of a general currency 
measure ; whilst the Treasury problem ia 
the much narrower ono of re-eatablishlog 
reoont departures from tho cuatomary 
usages of making payments to tho govern- 
ment in gold or gold certifioates."

SlONlFlOdNT SILBNOB. 

It is wonderful hoiv dreadfully stupid the 
organ of the Oppoeicion is when it suits its 
purpose to be obtuse. Yesterday evening 
It pretendtd to think that wo expeotod it to 
have a fall report on Wednesday or Thurs 
day of the Hon. Mr. Lautier'a speeoh deliv- 
ered in Montreal on Taeaday evening. We 
never sui;f;eated anytiking of the liiud 
What we did was to express our surprise 
that not the " fuintest echo" of the speech 
had reached the Liberal organ of this city 
There is a very great difference Iretweea a 
report of a speech and a faint echo of it. 

It is the next thing to certain, if Mr, 
Laurier had made a speech which 
pleased the Liberals of Montreal 
and was thought to be satisfactory to the 
Liberal party generally, the substance of it 
and some of Its moat strilting passages 
would have been telegraphed to every Lib- 
eral paper in the Dominion. If, for in- 
stance, the Liberal leader had said some- 
thing oaloulated to take from him the 
reproaohof indefioiteness and ambiguity 
with respect to the policy of his 
party on the trade question, would 
not the zealoaa Liberal news-caterers give 
his utterance the widest circulation poa 
aible ? Would they not ezpeot that such a 
deliverance would carry consternation into 
the Conservative camp and do a groat deal 
to raise the spirits of the desponding Grits 
who are getting tired of being fed with the 
"east wind " ? They are longing for some- 
thing more substantial and satlafaotory than 
what their leaders's spoechea have of late 
contained, but Binco they have no news from 
Montreal it is but roasonablu to ooucludo 
that they huvo been sadly diaappoiuted. 
The oonclusioQ to be drawn from the aileuco 
of the Liberals with regard to that sptioch 
Is tliat there was as uaual " nothing to it. " 



PROHIBITION. 



The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
has made it clear that tho provinces do not 
poaaess the power to prohibit the manufacture, 
importation and sale of spirituous liquora. 
Thoeflorts, therefore, tointroduceprohibition 
into some of tho provinces has been in vain. 
Prohibition, if it ever becomes law, must 
extend over tho whole Dominion. In tliis 
the Dominion of Canada diUTera from the 
United States. Each State has the power 
to make the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cating drinks within its limits illegal, liut 
it cannot prevent ihum being taken into or 
through tho State. It aoema to us that 
tho law of the Dominion is in this 
respect preferable to tho constitution 
of the United States, for there is little 
ohanoe of establiahlng prohibition in one 
province when liquor can bo freely imported 
into tho country, and when it can be 
manufactured and sold in the neighboring 
provinoed. From what wo can lourn pro- 
hibition has not been sucoessful In any state 
in which it has besa tried. In the State of 
Maine, which has had a strict prohibition 
law more than forty years, alcoholic bever- 
ages can bo obtaiued by those who want 
them. If, however, tho law was such that 
no intoxicating liquor could be imported, 
then a prohibitory law would be oompara 
tively easy of enforoement. The chancoa of 
getting such a law, either in this country or 
in the United States, seem at this moment 
to be very few and very remote. 

The provinces, however, have power to 



regulate the Uquor trafEa in the interests of 
order and good government. How far that 
power extends has not been made clear by 
the recent deoiaion, which is said to be oon- 
tradiotory. There leema to be tome doubt 
as to whether a Provincial Legislatnre can 
enact a local option law. There is no doubt 
about the oonstitutionulily of such & law if 
enac edby the Dominion Parliament. The 
law known as the Scott Aob ia auch a law. 
Under it every county and incorporated city 
in any part of the Dominion oao have what, 
if lb could be enforced, is In efFaot a pro- 
hibitory law, as prohibitory as tho most 
rigid advooatPS of teetotalism could reason- 
ably desire. But exporionoo has proved 
that there are but few places in Canada in 
which the Soott Aob can bo enfoioad. 
Would a provincial prohibitory law be in 
any respect more efifective ? We think not. 
There is, we have a nation, only one way In 
which the sale and manufaoturo of intoxi- 
cating drinks can be efifeotually prohibited ; 
that way is — to stop drinking them. 



A WEAK n ROT HER. 

Tho Ontario Patrons aro the political 
puritans of tho time, They denounce poli- 
ticians of both parties as corrupt, and they 
reproach them with attempting to debauch 
the electors. They thoniaelvea are — by pro- 
fession — very rigidly righteous in apolitical 
sense, Thoy havo no political sins to answer 
for, booauso hitherto they have not had the 
opportunity to transgroaa. Tlioy aio young 
in politicg, and have not been much in the 
way of temptation. But young as they are 
as a parly, one of them hat already fallen, 
A Mr. Tucker, who was at the luat On- 
tario general election roturnod in the 
interest of the Patrons, has been before tho 
election court and has not only biion unseat 
ed but disqualified. His ofTanoe was, wo 
grieve to aay it, treating. Ho tried to cor- 
rupt tho electors in what many of the good 
psople of Ontario consider the worst of all 
poisiblo ways. He caused them to stray 
from tho strait and narrow path of political 
rightnouauesa by triiatiug them to alcoholic 
stimulants. We can easily understand how the 
wickedness of this double-dyed offender has 
shocked his brother Patrons in and out of 
the Legislature, A hardened Tory or an 
abandoned Grit oould not have done worse. 
Their l^Xfa in human nature must 
be grievously shaken when an 
uncompromising hater of corruption 
and a stern denouncer of bribery has been 
fovnd guilty of the moat deteabable and the 
most dogreding form of bribery and coriup- 
tion. 

The conviction of Mr. Tucker affords 
ground for the ausploion freely expressed by 
uncharitable members of the old wicked 
parties that, there are othM: members of tho 
party of purists who are as deep in the mud 
as Mr. Tucker ia in the mire, but who are 
lucky enough nob to be found out. This is 
a disturbing reflection. Then, again, since 
corruption haa found u place in the Patron 
party so early in its career, who is to say 
that it will not before long rival the old 
parties in eleotioneering trioka and every 
thing else that ia reprehensible In politics : 
There ia mnoh reason to fear it will he found 
that in praotioe Patron politioians are not a 
whit better than their neighbors. 



MONTRBAL DBM0N8TRATI0N8. 

The alleged unemployed have been mak 
ing demonatrationa in Montreal. The ap 
pearanco of tho crowd did not impress the 
true friends of labor f»vorably. The olov 
hoof of the demon of political agitation was 
too clearly seen by the discerning. The 
politicians were not skilful enongh to hide 
thoir true deaign, which was not to excite 
sympathy for the unemployed or to aid 
them in any way, but to produce 
an Impression unfavorablo to tho 
Corporation and to the Dominion 
Government. The Montreal Witness, 
whose leanings to the Liberal side are well 
known, was not duped by the schemers, 
neither were the labor delegates, whose 
sympathies are wholly with deserving men 
out o! work. The Witness In a vigorous 
and woll-timed article exposed the dis 
honesty of the agitators, and the labor dele' 
gates severely rebuked the men who wore 
endeavoring to make capitol for themselves 
and their party out of tho distress of thoir 
unfortunate follow citizens. This is part of 
what tho Witnoaa said : 

From tho Bpocclies made by the Mnyor 
and momberii of tho Trades and Liibor Coun 
cil at tho City Hall youLorday, wo gather 
that prof L'ssional agitiitura wiiru at tho bot- 
lam of iho recent labor ilonionatraliona, 
which werii bo greeJily taken advantage of 
by profeauional pollliciana to arouse rancor 
againat tho liefendera uf iho civic purso. lu 
reprobating the oourao of tho latter, tho 
Mayor plmiily meiitiouud cortaiu aldermen 
whose narnca aro odious in conueotion with 
many civic mattera, ua being tho ciuee of 
Iho discontent existing among workmen in 
tho city to-day. In pathetic worda tho labor 
dolrgatoB pointed out how cruel it waa of 
moo who had more of this world's goods than 
thoy know what to do with, for pure greed's 
sake, to make the lot of the poor h 'rdor to 
boar by nursing their discontent and striv- 
ing to sow among them the deadly seeda of 
hatred. How different were the words of 
tho delegates who have the oauae of Obe 
poor really at heart from thoae of Alderman 
Hurtean when he addressed the working 
men on Tuesday 1 The whole strain of the 
delegates' remarks was in favor of modera- 
tion both In speech and action, while Alder- 
man Hurteau'a aim aeomed to bo directly 
the reverse. 

It ia pretty oloar that the Montreal 
echenicra will fail to accomplish thoir object. 
Thoy have arrayed against them the 
good sense and the good feeling of tho 
oommunity. The real friends of the working- 
men in Montreal are doing what thoy can to 
relieve the exiating distress, and wo venture 
to say that in this good work they gob very 
little help indeed from the agitators and the 
B pouters. These men are always ready to 
excite discontent and to create an nproar, 
but when it comes to making aaorifices to 
help their needy neighbors thoy show no dia- 
pcsition to come to tho front, or rather thoy 
slink off and leave it to tho man they tra- 



duce and vilify to give subitantial help to 
thohe who are in need. 



A LIBBRAL DBFINITJON. 

The Hon. Edward Blake, the foremost 
m&Q of the Liberal party, did not, when 

his party was in power, see his way to the 
establishinent of British frco trade in tho 
Dominion of Canada, Ho know that this 
system n ijuires for its aucowful operation 
direct tux>iiuu to no inconsiderable extent. 
He knew, too, that direct taxation was im- 
pcssible in Canada, and be wss houeab 
enough to any so. A revenue 
muat bo raiaed by impceiug duties 
on imports, and ho believed it 
to bo right when framing the tariff to 
regulate the dntiei ao as to benefit the home 
producer. What ia this but protection; 
The following ia an extract from n rpeeoh 
which he delivered in Toronto on the 4th 
November, 1875 : 

Direot taxation might bo put aside as 
Impoasible iu the present condition of the 
country, and wo must for many yeara pur- 
sue the praotioe of deriving our revenue 
from indirect tux ition upon articles which 
were largely capable of heing produced in 
tho country. That policy would neoeaaarily 
afford a lar^e benefit to those engaged in 
domeatio production. 

He had always thonghb that while deal- 
ing with tho question of laying tho taxes 
consistently with the general principles he 
had mentioned they ought to use their op- 
portunity as far as thoy Ipgttimately couUl 
do 80 to distribute the taxaa as to give 
baneBt to the homo producers. Ho agreed 
with thoao who had said that various forms 
of industry wore, if not essential, certainly 
moat important to tho true growth of a 
nation. 

The trade policy clearly and distinctly 
outlined in the above passage does not leave 
even a remote resemblance to British free 
trade, yet it was the only policy which Mr. 
Blake, when he was a Minister of tho 
Crown, believed to bo posaible for Canada, 
Mr li ako then hold that varied forma of 
industry wore moat important to the true 
growth of the nation, and he also believed 
that In the distribution of taxes the bonio 
producers ehonld bo conaidered, It would 
be diflioult to stato the principles of moder- 
ate protection moro clearly or more ac- 
ourately than Mr. Blake did in the few 
worda we have quoted.

FuiDAY, Jan. 25, 1S95. 
The Speaker took tho ohulr at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. Solomon Cleaver. 
A petition from the Bank of Britibh Col 
nmbia agaiaat oertain provisions of tho 
Stmo iMvas Eleotrio Power Company's bill 
wag received and referred to the private 
bills committee. 

FISHERY DKVELOr.MKNT. 

Dr. Walkem moved : " That whoroas it 
is eseentially neosBsary, for tho proper and 
effective dovelopmono of the iiahinf; in- 
dustries of this province, that steps should 
be immediately taken to loootd the various 
fishing banks, under the superintendenco of 
a properly (jualifiod person in a properly 
equipped veuaol provided for the purpose, 
and that a thorouRh inquiry and report 
should bo made of the different species of 
fish, commercially valuable, which may be 
found to inhabit British Columbia waters : 
Be It therefore resolved, that an huniblo ad- 
dress be proBented to His Honor tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, asking him to oommuni- 
oate with His Excellency tho Governor Gen- 
eril, with a view to huving th« necessary 
steps, as contained in this resolution, car- 
ried into efTeot without delay." Tho mover 
aaid there are already three coinpanieEi 
establisbed in this business, but one Mafi 
neoeasary to the suooossful carrying on of 
this industry is a knowledge of the location 
of the banks, wbioh costs considerable 
mooey to obtain. While the three com- 
panies mentioned have prospected the banks 
to a oertain extent, at oonaiderabie cist, the 
government should step in and assume 
the expense of such operations bo that 
other companies or individuals than 
those wiih oonsiderable capital may be able 
to go Into tho business. He 'instanced tho 
example sot by the United Slates in pros- 
pecting thoir Northern waters. Ho re- 
oalled the fact that this mutter has been 
already preasod upon tho attention of the 
Dominion government, ond said that this 
resolution would have the effect of strength- 
ening the hands of tho British Columbia 
representatives in tho Commons when thoy 
bring forward this businoaa. 

Mr. Honter thought this resolution one 
of the moat important brought before tho 
house this session ; and he road from the 
ofhoial reports to prove that tho fishery 
revenue collected by the Dominion from this 
province is more than large enough to jus- 
tify the request that the service now asked 
for shall be undertaken without delay. He 
showed that nearly all the other provinces 
have received more from the fishery depart- 
ment than the amount paid in, while in 
striking contrast British Columbia receives 
back only a small fraction of what she poys 
in. 

Mr. Williau-s, while supporting tho 
resolution, did not draw the same infercnca 
aa that stated by Mr. Hunter, from the fig- 
ures be bad quoted. He thought they were 
an indioatioD more of the exceptional wealth 
of our fishery reaonroes thanj,tbat tho same 
attention is not paid to the wants of this 
province that is given to those of Eastern 
Cmada. 

Major Matter and Hon. Col. Baker 
heartily supported the resolution. 

Mr. RiTHET said ho thought the subject 
of this resolution falls specially within the 
province of the Dominion government, and 
of this house to call attention to it, with tho 
view that the wonderful soa resources which 
we hare may be properly investigated. This 
is essential so that wo may know where 
they are and if possible develop them. The 
member for South Nanaimo deserved to bo 
complimented on bringing forward this 
resolutioo, which ha had much pleasure in 
aeoonding. Ho hoped it would bo heartily 
and unanimously adopted. 

After addresses in support of it by 
Messri. Booth, Bryden and Semiin, the 
resolution was adopted. 

IKSANE ASYLUM SUI'ERINTKKDEST. 

Mr. Kennedy moved for a return of any 
written comment oa or reply to the report 
of the oommisaionors who held the late in- 
vestigation into tho affairs of the provincial 
asylum by the late superintendent of said 
asylum. 

Hon. Col Baker said tho letter received 
from the late Superintendent contained a 
request that it might be published, but out 
of consideration for the gentleman himself 
he had refrained from laying iti boforo tho 
house. However, ho would not object to 
this resolution, but ho thought that when 
the letter ia brought down the house will 
approciato tho motives which aotnated him 
in refraining from making it public until 
thus reqaeated. 

\VM. CARTWRIOIIT'S CLAIM. 

Mr. McPhersoN moved : " Whereas the 
report of the select committeo appointed to 
inquire into the case of William Curtwright 
shows that a crown grant was issued to Cur- 
ran for a piece of land properly pro empteil 
by Cartwright, he having obtained a oortifi- 
oate of improvement which allowed absence 
from the claim without any forfeiture of his 
right : Be it therefore resolved, that in the 
opinion of this house, the oaao ia one for the 
government to take into their conaidera- 
tion." 

Hon. Mr. Pooley opposed the resolution, 
as he considered the olaim set up by Cart- 
wright to be one of the most ridiculous ever 
brought forward. 

Mr Booth, having paid attention to tho 
matter in the committeo of iE(|uiry, oaid the 
claim is merely a eumplo of ttioso conatantly 
brought forward for land which after being 
abandoned turns out to bo likely to becnnio 
valuable. Ho thought there wua no just 
foundation for it. 

Dk. Wai.rkm stated that Curran is ono of 
hia conalitueiita, and Oartivright ia a con- 
stituent of the hon. member for Vancouver 
who has brought forward iho roBolution. 
Ho thoui;hl that tho members of tho com- 
mittee on thia caae have been jumping at 
concluaioDS, and that tho whole facta show 
the looaenesa with which tho pre ooiption 
rrcorda have been kept. 

Mr Semlin apoko in favor of tho rooolu- 
tion, believing that Cartwright baa tho only 
just claim to tho land. Ho hoped none of 
thoao who supported tho petitioner's claim 
brought forward yesterday on beholf of 
Mr. Groer would stultify themselves by 
voting against this just olaim to-day. 

Mr Kitchen, as a member of the com- 
mittee, held that the blame for this compli- 
cation should be laid on the laud depart- 
ment, whose methods of recording claims 
had been loose. 

Hon. Mr. Davib said it aeemed to him 
that thia matter ia perfectly clear, apart 
altogether from the contention that in 1877 
tho land department was lux in its methodE. 
Ho thought thut with no oonaiatenoy or 
roaaon can thia resolution bn pasacd. 
Mr. Cartwright cannot have a claim 
against the government, and against 
Mr. Curran too. Aaauming thut as 
alleged Mr. Curran wont npon tho land 
knowing that Mr. Cartwright had pre- 
empted it, tho latter can go into court, and 
by establishing tho fact, recover tho land 
from Mr. Curran ; and auoh a suit which 
may be brought by tho govornmont on be- 
half of Mr. Cartwright, would no doubt es- 
tablish tho rights of tho caae, and give Mr, 
Cartwright relief if entitled to it. lb la per- 
f eotly clear, however, that the governmenfi 



should not reoompense'lifn Gartwright and 
let Mr. Curran go unsotthed. It la no ar- 
gument fo' any;that Mr. Gart.wrighb ia a 
poor man and therefore oahnol) take the 
matter into oourb, Examination into the land 
act will show that the only right which Mr. 
Cartwright can have had it, not to the land, 
but to purchnso tho land, which right he 
never attempted to exercise. 

Mr. Williams argued that bcoiuse there 
was no Bgreemiint to pay for tho Und wish- 
in a specified time Mr. Cjtrrwright ia still 
entitled to obtaio tho land from the depart- 
ment upon tendering the price. 

Mr. Helmoken anid he thought tho 
reoorda are against the view pub forward by 
the mover of this roaolution, and also 
against the contention that there has been 
any irregularity In the proceedings of the 
land department, which appears to have 
taken the proper precautions to have any 
persons who might h'^vo a claim to the land 
come forward and state it boforo th 
sale. 

Mr. McPherson having lumoied np tho 
facts in oiosing the debate, the resolution 
was put and lost on division. 

BILLS ADVANOBO. 

The bouae went into oommibtee on the bill 
to amend the oompaniea act, Mr. Smith in 
the chair. Reported oooiplete with amend' 
ments. 

The territorial divisions bill was read e 
third time and patsed.

A.rmenlau CouferiMice to Be Held iu

Lord Baudolph Cliurcliill's Last Siek 
uess-ttei'iuau Heciprocal 
Trade Treaties- 



London, Jan. 2.5. — Tho exooutivo com- 
mitteo of tho Armenian society has aum- 
moned a Qonfereooe to consider the steps to 
be taken in parliament in view of the in- 
creasing gravity of the situation in Armenia 
and tho refusal of the Porto to allow roport- 
ora in the provinoa. Tho Conatantinoplo 
corrospondent of tho Central Nowa says : 
" In consequence of Mgr. Ismirziiina's de- 
claration that ha will send a delegate to 
Sassoun and his conferences with the Rus- 
sian, French and British ministers, tho Sul- 
tan has sent Munior Bey, his private secre- 
tary for foreign uorreepoodence, Co aak him 
to explain his attitude and to formuluto his 
griovttcc-j." 

The Standard's Vienna correspondent says 
that after her concert on Tuesday, Madame 
Patti bad a chill and aince then has been 
confiued to her bod with pharicgsal outarrh. 
She ia at the Hotel Munich and has tele- 
graphed to Loipsio, cancelling hor engage- 
ment to sing there on Saturday. If she 
makes good progress she may leave Vienna 
on Saturday or Sunday. 

The first chamber oi the Swedish ricksdag 
yesterday debated on the reply to the 
speooh from the throne. Many members 
advocated revising the act of union between 
Svreden and Norway although opposed to 
dividing tho joint consular system. 

CounD Kanitz, agrarian Conservative, 
spoke in the German reichstag to-day 
Inst the government's policy of reciproc- 
ity treaties as inaugurated by Count Cap- 
rivi, Freiherr von Marahail, replying for 
the government, admitted that the commer- 
cial relatione between Germany and Russia 
bad almost atagnatedj aa Ruaaia bad not 
realized the expected advantages and her 
farmers fonnd the exportation of rye to be 
bare of profit. Tho agricultural depression 
had been felt in the other treaty countries 
more sevordly than in Germany. 

Hon. Winston Churchill, son of the late 
Lord Randolph Churchill, says his father's 
death was peaceful and painless. Un Thurs- 
day morning a private funeral service for 
the family only was held at tho Ohurohill 
residence on Orosvenor square. The mother 
of the Ittte Lord Randolph Churchill, 
Frances Ann Emily, Duchoea of Marl- 
borough, widow of tho seventh Duke of 
Mi.rlborougb, is sorioualy ill. 

Tho Hungarian police yesterday charged 
a mob which started for tho reiohstag build- 
ing. Thero was a stitf fi^jht and many 
rioters tvere arrested boforo tho mob were 
diaperscd. 

Tho trouble growing out of tho attack 
made upon Archbishop Ireland, of St. Paul, 
Mion., by Bishop McQuaid, of Rocheatcr, 
N. Y., baa been the eubjtct of in(|uiry by tho 
Vatican, it having been held by the aup- 
portcrs of the Archbishop that the sermon 
preached by Bishop McQaaid, of the 
Rochester cathedral, was subversive of 
huroh discipline. In this sermon Bishop 
McQuaid condemned Archbishop Ireland for 
what be alleged was improper interference 
in behalf of the Repnblioap party in the last 
state elections. Briefly, tho conclusions of 
tho Vatican are that IJialiop MtQuaid eom- 
mittod a miutitko in IiIh aennou and in tho 
reasons he aesignod for the ucceaaity of luuh 
delivery. Archbishop Ireland is sustained 
in all the posittone he has taken in the 
matter.

The 1 New York "World's'' Reiports I)e- 
noaoced by the .lupaueBo Press lu 
the Stroiiiifst Terras. 

ToKio, Deo, 2S. -(Speuial correspondence 
of the United Press )— Oa the aubjaot of the 
reports of the niBDy maesaores at Port Ar- 
thur I have to a->y that I have aoen tho tel- 
egram sent to the New York World, tho 
Japanese Conaul-Uenoral at New York hav- 
ing ooDBidorcd it hia duly to huvo it tele- 
graphed back to Japan. It haa astounded 
uo hero. A more mcnciaeloua aonsaiional 
slander it would bo hard to imagine. When 
the " horrible details," as worked out and 
word-painted by this sensational reporter, 
come to light, I have no doubt they will be 
ezceptionally sensational and atrooious, 
bat they will not be true. Ka- 
ferring to this subject the " vernacular 
journal" Niphon saja : " In our opinion 
every oorrespondont cipable of dispatching 
such tttlae and malicious intelligence should 
bo excluded from following i ho army." 

CoiTimenlinf; on the foret-oin).;, the .Japan 
Diily Muil of VukohiuiiLi, under date df 
December -7, says : " Niuely-iiine out of 
every hund i il ecliicucd and thoiijjhlful 
Amoricani! li "Hkod to n^ime the v/orsl jour- 
nal in the United S'alea would rf-ply 
without hestl'Uion, the New 'S'ork World. 
It ia a newapapor thit livta by aenaullon, 
and ai:r,B aololy at p iiiderin^,' to tho morliid 
appetite of its readers. Ita corrtHpondent 
in the Eistmay bo everything thai a cor- 
reepoudeut cut^ht to be, but ilu- 
mere fact of hie aaaociaton w ith 
such a journal as tho World would, we 
think, juBiify any commanding olli xr in re- 
fusing to allow him to follow the .iriiiy, for 
tho purpoae of reporting ila operatioiia. 

" W hatever may have bi-on the measure 
of necdieih alaUKhter, epeaking from a hum 
anitarian point of view, jiorpetratod liy tho 
Japanese troops at I'ort Arthur, it is cer- 
tain that no nation ever before was re- 
quired to coaduot a oampaign under the eye 
of a tribunal of nations It is impossible to 
pnrgo war of horror. The thiog itself is 
horrible. Moreover, it arouses in those 
oarryinK it on pasaions that inevitably drive 
men to exceaaea more or leas heinous. Or- 
ganizitinn and diaciplioo are admirable in a 
tiijhting machine, bub their effect is 
duinoralizicg in that tbiy dull the 
sense of indivlduiil reBponsibilily. 
A soldier is morcly a unit of un 
organized mob, and liko tho units of an 
ordinary mnb, ho will perlonii deeda (roni 
which, as an individual, ho mouIiI inalinc- 
tively recoil. In the laat I'luropcan war 
thingB -.vero done that uuuld not be loo 
strorgly denounced. Properly wiia stolon, 
women wore outraged, peaceable f.utiiliea 
wero murdered, and viHuges woro bumed. 
But tho cnrreapondenla with tlie urmiea, re 
cognizing such incidents to bo the invitublo 
non-oomitants of war, did not notice tliom. 
With tho progrean of oivili/.jtion, howovor, 
all Btandarda are bi.'coming higher. It is 
well that Buoh ahould he the caao, hut let us 
always romombor that wo are applying 
higher standards."

JUDGE FOR VANCOnVKR. 

Hon. Mn. Davik moved the leoond read- 
ing of the bill to amend Iho aupromo court 
act, for the purpose of tecurine the reaidenco 
of one of tho judges of that court at Van- 
couver. While, he aaid, this waa brought 
in in accordance with the rosolution paaoed 
by tho house, it would bo readily under- 
stood that there ia oiinaiderablo dif- 
fioulty attendant upon carrying out 
the intent of that reaolution, 
and hu oould not pay that ho himself waa 
entirely in favor of the bill, which wos 
brought in simply at the mandate of the 
house in pursuance of the resolution, and, ao 
far aa he oould seo, was tho only way of en- 
forcing the roaidenoe of a, jiidgo at Vanoou- 
vor. You can only enforce the reaidenco of 
a judge la a place where ho haa juriediotion. 
So long as he resides within the place in 
which he has jurisdiatlon he inlfils tho terms 
of liU oonimisaion. A jadtifi would be aub- 
jeot to impeaohmont if he took up his 
reaidenoe outside of the provinoe, yet 
ao loDK Bs he resides witbia it 
he is within his jurisdiction, that ia if he 
ie where there is work to do. HsBoe a 
judge fulfila hie duty whether he resides at 
Victoria, Vancouver or elsewhere, where 
the work justifies. A judge must reside 
within his juriadiotion. With Supremo 
court judges that moans anywhere within 
tho province that busineas juatiSes. With 
a County court judge tho case ia diffdront. 
Hia juribdiution is a limited portion of tho 
province. Tho ono muat not encroach beyond 
hia couniy. The county judge of Weat- 
niinalcr iniiat- reside in the county of Wcat- 
niinatcr, of Nauaimo in tho county of Nanai- 
mo, and 60 /cirth. A County court judge 
reeiding outtido of his county, although in 
Iho province, would be juat, aa open to eon- 
Buro all would a Hupreiiie court judge reiiid- 
ing out of tho province altogether, and wo 
Icnow what would happen witii a 
judge rcaiding outoido of tho province. 
Tho legialai.ui-o hero has aupronio poiver to 
legisUio regarding tho j'jriadiction of judges, 
whether .•crritoiially or in reepect of tho 
subject matter in civil oason of their juris- 
diction, and tho troulilo and conilict which 
haa ariaeu hitherto baa been ohi( fly owing 
to that principle not liaing reoognizsd. The 
judges uleo have their powers and privi 
leges aharply defined, but both by the 
legislature and to some extent by tho judges 
in timoa past, this principle has not always 
bseu rccogniz d Not with any doaire on 
the part of eiihor one power or the other to 
encroach upon the otlier's juriadictiou, but 
aimply becouae the powers of tho ono boiiy 
and the other were not clearly understood. 
There has been for the last twenty years a 
struggle And question as to what is the jur- 
iadiotion of this legislature. In 1872 an aot 
waa passed for the purpose of defining 
when, where and how courts should be held 
upon tho Mainland. This wnn claimed at 
tho timo to be beyond tho jarisdietion of 
tho provincial legislature, and here the oon- 
fllot first arose. In tho next year a clause 
was put into tho legal professions bill 
whioh never should have been put 
there. It was in cffool) thai 
no barrister or eoKcitor should be suipendod 
from practico or struck til the rolls unleaa 
by tho benchers of tho profossion. This 
provieion struck at tho right and power ( f 
tho judges to control tho conduct and pro- 
cedure before them. It waa, I am aatitlied, 
introduced and put into tho law aimply from 
the mlaooncoption of tho rightful power of 
the judgea The next thing this legislature 
took out of tho he,uds of the judges waa the 
power of making rules of court. This was 
claimed to bo a usurpation of power on the 
part of tho legislaluro. It waa, however, 
finally dotorminod by tho Supremo court of 
Canada in tho " Thraahcr " case that this 
legislation waa perfectly valid whatever the 
policy of the meaaaro might be. Other 
caeea of conQict arose, the last of which 
being upon tho constitutionality of ecotion 
9 of tho county court aot 1880, 
whorein it was provided thab the county 
court diatricts of Yale and Kootenay should 
be united, and that the county court judge 
of Yale should sit in the county court of 
Kootenay. That was claimed to bo udcod- 
atltutional. A priaonor eentonoed Id the 
•peedy trial court of tho county of Kootenay 
by the county oourt judgo of Y'ale was dis- 
charged and the cooviotion held to bo ille- 
gal. The matter was brought before the full 
court here and the learned jadges were 
divided in opinion. There were three 
against tho conatitutionalityandtwoin favor. 
Tho majority said it wna an encroachment 
upon the rif;h-8 of tho county court jutlgea 
The jiidgi.8 hud conuniaaiona for cerluin 
countiea. Tho appoin. men! a were made 
upon the underatao(iing that they nhould 
diachargo their duties within ihosu countiea 
and cnulil not be moved about by iho legifi- 
laturo. The .Supremo court of Canada, 
however, a^niin held that the legialature wat 
pf rfectly within its right, thus? settling linally 
that in reforonco Ln the [jroccduro of tile 
court.! and juriadiotion of the judgen, w hoi her 
territorially or respoctii'.g sulijtct mutter, 
ihia legislaiurn ia aupremo. No doubt the 
legislature could piisa laws whicli would be 
very haraeairg to judgea indeed, but wo 
nhould reniembor lliit, tlie loglalaluro ia sub- 
ject to a liigher authority, and tlnrein the 
protection of tho judges exists. So long a? 
this legialaturo pasaes laws which aro reason 
able and in the interests of the province ihe 
Dominion Government cannot oonstitution- 
ftlly interfere with tben>, and it is always to 
be aeaumed that tha legislature knows best 
•f/h*t »re tho needs of the province. If, 
howovor, any fiagrint attempt should be 
mailo to go beyond the bounds of fairness 
and the just needs of the prov- 
ince, then that will be a mat- 
tor for the Dominion Kieoutlvo to deal with. 
For my part I oannot see why ihoro ihould 
be any longer this oonfllot. Whatever dif 
ferenco of opinion there was in tho paat, the 
subject ifl perfectly underalood now. 'J'iie 
action of the preaent bill ariees from tho 
roBohitiou preaned upon tho government to 
enforce the reaidenco of a Supremo court 
judge ill Vancouver. 'J'hat ahould roally bo 
not a matter of logialation Imt armngoiiiont 
between tho judges thcmBolvos, und einco 
tho arrangomeEt wua made by llio Miiiiater 
of Justice for Iho judgea to make weekly 
iripa to Vancouver I understand that Van- 
couver's judicial needs have beon altondod 
to just aa well as if a judgo lived there, 
wit)] the exception of times when the busi- 
nees of 'the oourt of appeal haa oalied the 
judges away, or aooident bsa prevented a 
judgo going up. They remaia until the busi- 
ness isdiapoaedof. NewWeatminsterhaahad 
a resident judge for several years. Except 
when ho comes hero for tho sitting of the 
Full court be lives in that place by choice, 
but he oould not bo prevented living in any 
other portion of tho province where there 
was busineas if ho ohoae. Tho judicial dis- 
trict Bcl of 1878 attempted to mako the 
judges roaido in diatinot placea, and two 
judges woro appointed under its proviaiona. 
It waa tlien provided that ibreo of tho 
judgea should rcaidoupon the Mainland and 
two upon Vancouver Island. Wo all know 
to what extent that logialation haa been 
reeognizod or carried out. It has boeu 
praotioally a dood letter. There have gen- 
erally boon three and aomotimea four 
judges living at tho capital; oomotimca one

Inponnds, AtFell&Co. J The reason why it waa a dead letter and 



unenforctble fwaa simply that it lett tho 
judges jurisdiction all over the province. 
Tho bill before tho houae merely ro-onaote 
tho principle of tho aot of 1878, 
except that two are to live on the 
Moinland and three on Vancouver ialand. 
Section alx, however, of this bill eupplios 
tho provision for want of which the former 
act waa little hotter than a deed letter, lb 
provides that not only ehall a judgo roaido 
in his judicial diatriob, but he shall not havo 
any juriadiotion outside of that place, as re- 
gards Vaccouvor and Weatminator countios. 
That oontaina the principle feature of the 
present bill. The rest of the aot is 
only in keeping with the carrying 
out of ita main provisions. If 
tho house deairca to enforce the residence 
of a judgo in any particular place, it can 
only be done (ao far as I can aee) by confin- 
ing bis jnriadlotioD to that place. Regard- 
ing the other aeotiooa of the bill, they can, 
if necessary, beobftuged in committee with- 
out Interfering with Ita principle. For 
instance, whether Yale or Kootenay shall 
form part of tho judicial diatriot of Vancou- 
ver, Wealininater or Victoria, whether 
Cariboo ahall be part of Victoria, and ao on. 

Mr Williams expreasod him&elf as dia- 
latiufied with tho bill, becauao it gooa too 
far in ono rospcot and not far enough In an- 
other. He urged thab tho legialaturo ahould 
enact apecifically that the judgo to bo ap- 
pointed to till tho preeent vacancy shall un- 
conditionally roaido at Voncouvor, whether 
ho is to bo chief justice or oao of the 
puiano judges. If the hon. leader of the 
government is appointed Chief Jua- 
tlce, us popular rumor haa It, the 
city of Vancouver would gladly 
welcomo him, and no doubt the 
change would havo a good effect upon him. 
(Laughter.) Tho bill, as ho aaid, takes 
o.ivay an excellent feature of tho law at 
present whioh provides, though it ia not 
o'lrriud our, that threo judges shall roaido 
on the mainland, while this bill atatea that 
only Hvo aliull rosida thoro. Ho waa op- 
posed to limitiDg iho juriadiotion of tho 
judges of tho Supremo court, and if ho aup- 
ported ihio bill it would bo aimply because 
it WHB tho only relief he could at proaent 
obtain for Vancouver. He objected, how- 
over, to the clause providing that the aot 
ehall only come into force when proclaimed. 

Hon. Mr Da vie said with the permission 
of tho house he would liko to refer to one or 
two points mentioned by Mr. Williams. As 
to hia Buggoetion that the bouse ahould 
aimply enaot that tho judgo next appointed 
shall reside at Vancouver, that would 
not do, beoanae the other four might 
then reside at Victoria, while at 
loaat two are asked for on tho mainland. 
Ho fancied that the oommiaalon of the new 
judgo would be as a judge of tho 
Supremo court of tho province and 
not merely at Vancouver. Then 
aa to tho uutponding oliuae, in his opiaiou 
that Is a very good feature, because it may 
never bo neceeaary to proclaim the act. It 
certainly will not bo if the judges will ar- 
range tho matter amongst thomaolvea. This 
bill ia intended simply as a deolsratiou on 
the par»i of the houae that it has the right 
to enforce tho residence of the judgea, 
and it is not deeirablo that it 
ahall bo put In operation if tho 
wiehea of tho logislaluro aro carried out 
without that step being necessary. With 
respect to tho good-humored reteroncoto tho 
possibility, or tho probability, or tho ;'er- 
tainty as some persons put it, that he (Mr. 
Davie) is to bo promoted to the aupremo 
court bench, he could toll that hon. gentle- 
man that fyo (Mr. Divie) may not be got out 
of politics so easily as the hon gentleman 
(Mr. Williama) thinks. (Hear, hear.) 

Di: VA'Ai..,-KM spoke in opposition to the 
bill. 

Hon. Mr. Poolby was of opinion that 
this bill has too much the appearance of be- 
ing a refieotion upon the judges of the Su- 
preme Court whoae jurisdiction is proposed to 
be limited by it. With all defereooe to the 
opinion of the Attorney- General he ques- 
tioned the authority of the house to p&aa 
euch a bill.
